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Lamoine Teen Killed—Community Mourns 

Janina (Jina) Haslam 

February 2, 1991—June 20, 2005 

(Lamoine) - June 20th, the last full day of 

spring, Jina Haslam got up early (for a 14-year 

old girl) and took her dog for a walk to 

Lamoine State Park.  On her way back home 

she stopped on the side Lamoine Beach Road 

to chat with her aunt Debbie who was headed 

toward Ellsworth.  Driving toward Lamoine 

Beach was 81-year old Natalie Barr of 

Lamoine who’s car hit Jina’s bike, throwing 

the teen-ager more than 25-feet. 

 EMT Dustin Leyendecker of Hancock, 

a mechanic at Burnett’s garage a short distance 

away, heard the Lamoine Fire Department 

paged to the accident.  He responded and was 

on the scene quickly and began treatment.  

Lamoine firefighters were there in less than 10

-minutes with County Ambulance right behind 

them.  LifeFlight helicopter was immediately 

called in, a landing area established at the 

nearby Lamoine Beach parking area, all in the 

effort to try to save a young life.   

 Jina’s injuries were too severe—head 

and chest trauma from where she hit the 

vehicle’s windshield.  The paramedics from 

LifeFlight got her to Eastern Maine Medical 

Center in Bangor.  Later that evening her 

parents made the agonizing decision to remove 

life support and donate her organs so that 

others in need could live.  The Hancock 

County Sheriff’s Department is investigating 

how the vehicle struck Jina, and how fast it 

was going.  A shocked neighborhood stood by 

while EMT’s, firefighters and police officers 

responded.  Many of the emergency workers 

were deeply affected by the death—as were 

Jina’s classmates, neighbors and her large 

family.  More on the community reaction and 

Jina is on page 2. 

Town Votes on Budget 

Cuts Forced by 

Legislation 
(Lamoine) — Lamoine voters sent a message on 

April 28th, but just whom it was directed to isn’t 

clear.  By a 110 to 70 margin, voters rejected an 

increase to the municipal tax commitment cap 

imposed by the Maine Legislature through LD-

1, which passed in late January, but doesn’t take 

effect until July 1st.   The legislation, which is 

aimed at tax reform, limits the amount any 

municipality can raise in property tax to the 

current fiscal year multiplied by income growth 

and community growth.  The problem in 

Lamoine is that for the 2004/05 budget, the 

town meeting approved more money in non 

property tax revenues than the municipal budget 

needed.  Therefore, the starting basis for the 

municipal tax commitment was zero.  The 

bottom line means that the town cannot use any 

property tax money to fund municipal 

operations until an override is approved.   

 The Selectmen and Budget Committee 

saw the vote as a clear message that the town 

meeting wanted budget cuts.  Both boards also 

said the LD-1 matter was quite confusing and 

the town meeting was not prepared to 

adequately explain what had happened.  With 



(Lamoine) — The Attorney General’s office 

may investigate a complaint generated by the 

town office about possibly improper election 

activity by an unidentified party.  Days before 

the June 28th special town meeting 

referendum, a flyer was mailed to select voters 

in town.  Also in the envelope was a 

photocopy of the official town ballot.  No 

return address was on the envelope and no 

group claimed authorship of the flyer. 

 The problem is the copy of the official 

ballot.  When Deputy Town Clerk Stu 

Marckoon entered the town office the morning 

of the election, he discovered two of the ballot 

copies had been checked off and were sitting 

on the floor as if they’d been placed in the 

mail slot during the overnight hours.  He called 

Maine Municipal Association who referred the 

town to the Secretary of State.  The Hancock 

budget cutting in mind, the two boards went to 

work, and came up with just over $57,000 in 

reduced expenditures and increased non-tax 

revenues to meet the LD-1 requirements.  Both 

also felt the measure should receive a 

referendum vote, and the date was set for June 

28th.

Ballot Clerks Marion McDevitt & Kay Bragdon 

tally the votes in the June 28th Referendum 

County District Attorney’s Office was also 

contacted. Assistant DA Carlotta Bassano 

advised the town to proceed with the election 

as planned, but to isolate the ballot copies and 

not to count them.  The polls opened as 

planned at 10:00 AM.   

 By late afternoon the Secretary of 

State’s office was again in contact with town 

officials and advised them to fax a complaint 

which would be relayed to the Attorney 

General’s Office for possible investigation. 

Selectman Chair Jo Cooper spoke several 

times to Secretary of State Matthew Dunlap—

her brother and expressed her concern that 

people who might have though they were 

casting ballots were disenfranchised by the 

mailing. The town office received another of 

the ballot copies in the mail the day after the 

election with votes seemingly cast. 

 Town Clerk Jennifer Kovacs and 

Deputy Clerk Marckoon report the only way 

they could think that a photocopy of the 

official ballot could be made is through the 

absentee voting process.  That process allows 

people to apply for ballots to take home to 

family members in order to cast their vote.  

Three absentee ballots were cast in the manner 

and the list is expected to be sought during any 

investigation.   

 The Secretary of State also indicated 

that there might be a problem with sending out 

campaign material but failing to identify the 

source.  A similar looking mailing was 

circulated prior to the Special Town Meeting 

in April.  

Town Loses Harbor 

Master Bill Pinkham 

William “Bill” Pinkham 

Harbor Master-Former Legislator

(Lamoine) — The Town suffered another shock 

on July 4th as friends, colleagues and neighbors 

learned of the death of Bill Pinkham.  The 62-

year old Buttermilk Road resident collapsed 

after running a road race in Bangor.

Lamoine CTV recorded 

the performance which was played at a 

celebration of her life. 

Lamoine Community Remembers, Honors Jina 
(Lamoine) — The life was pretty much 

drained from the staff at the Lamoine 

Consolidated School on June 20th as they 

heard about the accident.  Six days earlier Jina 

Haslam and the 16 others in her class had a 

festive graduation from 8th grade and were 

just settling into their summer routines.  The 

teachers had been at school cleaning up from 

the year and getting things ready to return for 

the fall.  Principal Val Perkins suggested they 

stop for the day and go home—they couldn’t 

do it.  Voices were very low, and few could 

speak without tears welling up or choking.  

Generally it was agreed it was a stinky day, 

despite the sun being out for the first time in a 

while.  

 The community quickly swung into 

action.   Selectman Chair Jo Cooper, who is 

trained in hospice, helped lead the way.  

Having learned of the tragedy while taking her 

children to appointments she and school 

officials arranged for the school to be open.  

The next day after students learned that Jina 

had died, her classmates showed up one by 

one.  They left messages, brought flowers, and 

hugged and cried.  The graduation which had 

been recorded and aired for the cable TV 

channel was copied for each who had 

graduated.  Jina’s family made the funeral 

arrangements and the school gym where she 

cheered and played basketball was deemed the 

most suitable location to remember her life.  

All the firefighters and EMT’s who responded 

to the call gathered at the fire station the next 

evening to talk things over.  The EMT’s from 

County Ambulance had praise for how the 

Lamoine Firefighters responded, and vice 

versa.  Selectman Cooper said it was important 

for the emergency workers to know how much 

the community appreciates their efforts.  Grief 

counseling was offered both to students, 

teachers and firefighters.  

 Jina was one blossom on a big family 

tree in Lamoine.  Her mom and dad (Patti & 

Bob) grew up in town.  Her grandparents (Bill 

& Enid Neleski), great grand-mother (Jennie 

Neleski) and numerous aunts, uncles, and 

cousins live here as well.  She leaves two 

younger brothers (Kyle and Ben), an older 

sister Angela, and older brother Eric who all 

attended graduation.  Besides playing for the 

championship basketball, softball and cross-

country teams, Jina played flute in the band.  

Jina was also a member of the cheering team for 

several years and had several state 

championship medals.  She was consistently on 

the honor roll, earning all A’s and B’s.   

 Jina had a particular love of animals, and 

was to start a summer job at the Seal Cove Goat 

Farm. Her plan was to attend Mount Desert 

Island High School in the fall, and then attend 

college to become a veterinarian.  

 At Jina’s funeral, her parents and 

grandmother (Enid Neleski) announced that 

they intend to help raise funds to build a new 

gym for the community to replace the current 

school gym which is too small to accommodate 

many town and school function.  Donations can 

be directed to Duane Crawford or Bonnie 

Marckoon (both Lamoine residents) at The First 

PO Box 1664, Blue Hill, ME  04614. A 

scholarship fund in Jina’s memory has also been 

set up at The First.  The scholarship will be used 

for MDI High School graduates who intend to 

pursue veterinary sciences after high school.

(Lamoine) — In what is hoped is the first of

 At the required public hearing, the 

three dozen or attendees were critical of the 

proposed cuts.  Most criticized was a reduction 

in the public safety budget of nearly $9,000 to 

renew the contract with County Ambulance, 

Inc.  Selectmen spent several meetings with 

County Ambulance talking about why 

Lamoine should pay for service when the City 

of Ellsworth does not.  The decision to propose 

the cut came before the final meeting with 

County, and after that final meeting, the 

Selectmen seemed to agree that maintaining 

the contract that has been in place for 33-years 

is a big benefit to the town.   

 Voters approved the budget cuts at the 

special town meeting referendum on June 

28th. Many, though, said they were confused 

by the entire matter.  The final vote was 210 in 

favor and 167 opposed to the budget cuts.  

Approval of the question will allow the tax 

assessors to make a legal commitment when 

the time comes later this summer. 

 A second referendum question asked 

voters to approve moving $6,000 from the 

road fund to cover higher than expected paving 

costs on Shore Road.  The price of oil 

increased sharply which drove up the bid 

prices for asphalt.  That measure passed 194 to 

180, which will allow the project to proceed as 

planned.  

 The Selectmen met on June 30th in 

reaction to the vote two days earlier. The 

Board voted to hold a special town meeting on 

July 13th to ask that the contract with County 

Ambulance be renewed with surplus funds.

He had just completed the race and was headed 

into the cooling off area for a drink of water 

when he collapsed. 

 Pinkham was a familiar fixture in 

Lamoine.  He retired as the chief of the Maine 

Marine Patrol and settled on Buttermilk Road 

with his wife Amelia.  Their daughter Connie 

and her husband Rick built a house next door 

where they are raising three of Bill’s 

grandchildren.   

 Pinkham served as a representative to 

the Legislature in the Maine House for 8-years, 

having been forced out by term limits. He ran 

for the State Senate, but came up short in his bid 

to current Senator Dennis Damon.  He was a 

staunch Republican and was very active with 

the Hancock County Republican Party, and on 

the local political scene.  Bill twice ran for 

Selectman, but was edged out on both 

occasions, including a 3-way race earlier this 

year.  He was a regular at the Lamoine General 

Store often discussing the politics of the day. 

 Pinkham, though retired, never stopped 

going.  An avid road racer, he was a constant 

presence on Maine’s racing circuit.  He ran the 

Boston Marathon several times, and could be 

seen jogging all over Lamoine.  He served the 

town as its only harbor master since the 

ordinance passed in 1995, and was just 

reappointed to the position in late June.  He 

drove for a courier service for many years, and 

most recently worked for the Hancock County 

Sheriff’s Department maintaining the fleet of 

vehicles and serving civil papers.  A true 

community leader, Bill Pinkham will be missed. 



(Lamoine) — The flag pole at Forest Hill Cemetery (next to 

the Lamoine Baptist Church) rusted out after about 30-years 

of service, and one day the pulleys that held the flags up 

came off and the flags fell to the ground. The Lamoine 

Volunteer Fire Department has maintained the flags which 

fly over the lots of two Revolutionary War Era soldiers. 

 The department purchased a new pole from World of 

Flags in Milo.  Contractor Jay Fowler removed the old pole 

setting and dug the hole for the new pole.  Fire Chief Skip 

Smith arranged to get the right material to set the pole into 

the ground, and Captain Jerry Jordan arranged for the crew 

to set things straight.   

 The department met its goal of having the new flag 

pole and flags in place for the Memorial Day 

holiday.  It’s hope the new, fiberglass pole will 

last another 30-years.  The project was funded 

privately and cost about $1,365.00 
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Fines Town FD 
(Lamoine) — The Selectmen and Fire 

Department have filed an appeal to a number 

of violations of record keeping rules cited by 

the Maine Bureau of Labor Standards.  An 

inspector found inadequate training records for 

firefighters trained to fight interior fires and 

for airpack maintenance.  A total of seven 

finable citations at $700 each resulted in a 

$4,900 fine.   

 In the reply to the Department of 

Labor, the Town promised to impose fixes by 

the August 12th deadline, and asked for a 

waiver of the fine totals.

Fire Pond Checked 



(Lamoine) — Asst. Chief Engineer Maury 

Oliver, who played a key role in a February 

rescue of two women in Lamoine, aided in a 

rescue at sea while on board his merchant 

marine ship, the USNS Seay.  The rescue took 

place May 8th off the Atlantic Coast.  Oliver, 

the chief engineer of the Seay, was cited for 

―leadership and can-do performance‖ in the 

operation which located a missing sailboat and 

rescued one of the people who had gone into the 

water.  Another victim did not survive.  

(Lamoine) — Lamoine’s firefighters knew it 

was bad when the fire pagers pierced their 

sleep at 5:10AM on May 14th—the dispatcher 

at the Hancock RCC reported a 10-55 PI (auto 

accident with personal injury).  On arrival they 

found a compact car had run into a tree and a 

teen-aged boy was trapped on the passenger’s 

side.  Within seconds the rescue jaws and 

cutters went into action to get Matthew 

Peasley of Otis free and into the ambulance.  It 

was the first real test of the tool bought a 

couple years ago with donations and tax 

money combined.  While 

several firefighters worked to 

remove the metal that pinned 

Peasley’s legs, others set up a 

landing zone for the LifeFlight 

helicopter at Lamoine Beach.  

County Ambulance crews 

assisted keeping Peasley 

breathing while the extrication 

took place.  LifeFlight took 

Peasley to Eastern Maine 

Medical Center in Bangor 

where he stayed for exactly a 

month and recovered from his 

life threatening injuries.  His 

family reports that Matthew 

returned home on June 14th but 

faces a long rehabilitation for 

head and leg injuries.  

 Maine State Troopers 

are investigating the accident. 

Alex Wentworth of Ellsworth 

was reportedly driving the 

vehicle.  Wentworth, Peasely 
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and several others had apparently gone to 

Lamoine Beach to watch the sunrise after 

staying out most of the night.  Police have not 

indicated how fast the vehicle was traveling, 

but said it looked as if the car went off the 

road, the driver cut the wheel too hard to get 

back on, and it went off the other side.   

 The accident occurred just about a 

week after several of the young people had 

participated in the Every 15 Minutes program 

at Ellsworth High School.

Beach Road as driver Alex Wentworth lost control.  

Wentworth’s passenger Matthew Peasley was pinned inside the 

wreckage.  Lamoine Firefighters used the new extrication tools 

to free Peasley so he could be transported by helicopter.  

(Lamoine) — Firefighters checked the integrity 

of the hydrant at the pond across the road from 

Chief Skip Smith’s house.  The pond still 

provides a good water source in the event of a 

major fire, but some gravel got into the tanker 

truck recently causing some costly damage to 

the pump.  No visible signs of problems were 

found in the pond.

 The Board has been busy with a 

number of other matters.  It granted a home 

occupation permit to Todd Simons to build 

doll-houses at his Riverside Drive home.  The 

Board finally approved an 11-unit subdivision 

submitted by Duane Crawford and Julie Tilden 

of Shore Road.  A gravel pit renewal was 

granted to Mike Keene who purchased the 

former Aubrey Davis pit.  Mr. Keene had been 

cited for failing to renew the license, but he 

had not been operating the pit while putting 

the license information together.  

 The lone new subdivision on the 

agenda is proposed off Seal Point Road.  

Kevin Barbee and Timothy Ring submitted a 

preliminary sketch of the proposal to the 

Planning Board in June, but not enough 

information was granted to be called a 

complete application.  No new information had 

arrived in time for the July meeting. 

 A subdivision approved for Ronald 

Simons which expires will be up for renewal 

in August.  Mr. Simons has yet to make a 

substantial start on construction of the road.  

 The Board also is looking at a proposal 

for a home in the Bar Harbor Highlands area 

that would have placed a septic system on 

questionable land.  Developer Joel Ploszaj has 

since withdrawn that plan.

(Lamoine) — Two new Planning Board 

members have taken seats as alternate 

members of the Board.  Lance Landon of 

Walker Road is a civil engineer with Jackson 

Laboratory in Bar Harbor.  He also is serving 

on the Long Range Planning Committee. 

 Realtor Enid Neleski was also named 

as an alternate member to the board.  The 

Lamoine Beach Road resident has served the 

town in several capacities.   

 The vacancies were the result of a 

resignation and an election.  

Board Works on 

Shoreland Ordinance 
(Lamoine) — An update to the Lamoine 

Shoreland Zoning Ordinance may face voters at 

the 2006 town meeting (or sooner).  The 

Planning Board and Code Enforcement Officer 

Dennis Ford are looking at needed changes to 

bring the ordinance up to date.  The last time the 

ordinance was amended was in May, 1993.  

State rules have changed since then, and the 

board is looking to make the ordinance more 

compatible with other town rules. A workshop 

meeting is planned for July 25th.

(Lamoine) — A field auditor from the Maine 

Bureau of Audit is visiting all the town offices 

in Hancock County this year to look over excise 

tax records.  A check in Lamoine found the 

records to be in order with all pre-numbered 

forms accounted for, either in cash receipts and 

bank deposits or in the voided box. 

 The audit is standard fair for Maine 

towns as the state suggests ways to safeguard 

local taxpayer monies.  A number of suggested 

policies has been forwarded to most 

communities with ideas for specifying who and 

how cash is handled to having someone other 

than the excise tax collectors verify that the auto 

registration forms are accounted for. 

 Lamoine, like most small towns, does 

not employ the amount of staff required to 

implement all the suggestions of the field 

auditors.  Selectmen will start getting a print-out 

once a month of the General Ledger Trial 

Balance.  The Selectmen already receive a bi-

weekly budget report showing the amounts 

budgeted, amounts received and spent, and the 

remaining budget and it’s posted on-line.  

(Lamoine) — The major thoroughfare 

through Ellsworth will soon become part of 

Lamoine.  The town has not annexed High 

Street, but the Maine Department of 

Transportation plans to use recycled 

pavement from the upcoming grinding of that 

street to put down a major road surface on 

the North Lamoine section of Douglas 

Highway (Route 184). 

 The town complained loudly to the 

MDOT during the winter and spring, which 

prompted Commissioner David Cole to ride 

the road.  Instead of a light resurface similar 

to the Lamoine Beach Road section done this 

year, the DOT decided to place a heavy shim 

of the recycled pavement down first to 

smooth out the heavily rutted, cracked and 

potholed surface, then put a surface coat 

d o w n .

The town placed traffic cones at the 

handicapped parking lane during election day 

to designate the proper spot.  

State Audit Suggests 

Policies 
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Tax Bills Delayed as Town Revalues Property 

(Lamoine) — Don’t expect your property tax 

bill until at least mid-September this year as 

the town performs what is called a factored 

revaluation.  A team of appraisers from RJD 

Appraisal arrived in late June to begin work on 

the project that will establish more realistic 

property values town-wide.  

 Bob Duplisea, the company owner, 

says the tentative plan will have the initial 

values ready by early August.  Property 

owners can expect to receive notices of what 

the new property value will be around August 

15th.  The appraisers will schedule hearings to 

be held the last week of August for people who 

might question the method used to determine 

the new value and whether the assessment is 

correct.  Following the hearings the assessors 

will clean up any remaining issues and make 

the tax commitment around September 15th. 

Tax bills are to be paid in full by October 31st 

per town meeting vote. 

 The factorization process is extremely 

complex.  It involves tracking the property 

sales prior to April 1, 2005 on the property tax 

maps to establish trends for different areas of 

the town.  For instance, shore property sales 

have seen much higher increases from the 

town assessments than inland lots.  When the 

last full revaluation was performed in 1993 a 

formula for property values was established 

for the many areas of town, and that formula 

will be revised based on the sales for the past 

12-years.  In the end, the valuation of the town 

will rise significantly, which will reduce the 

mill rate used to establish the individual parcel 

property tax.   

 The appraisal team that was working 

around town in late June and early July was 

measuring the new construction completed in 

the past year to accurately record on the 

property cards what exists on the lot on April 

1st.  With those measurements, the new 

formulas can be plugged in, and the final value 

determined.  

 The project will cost a total of $18,000 

which was approved at town meeting two 

years ago from the revaluation fund, and 

carried over to this year.  The factored 

revaluation is a much less expensive process 

than a full revaluation which involves visiting 

each property in town to measure and grade 

each building.  The assessors have kept up 

with new construction, and the appraisal firm 

had reviewed 25% of the town over each of the 

past few years, so both feel comfortable the 

information is accurate.

 If we could encourage those who throw 

trash and cigarette butts onto the streets of our 

town to dispose of it in a receptacle or an 

ashtray (depending on what you’re 

discarding), we would even have more of a 

success and cleaner surroundings. 

 No matter, we know our dedicated 

volunteers will be there again to clean up next 

time, we just ask that you think twice before 

you toss!  Stay tuned for details on a second 

cleanup that we are thinking about for 

September.

Trash Talk II was held on 

March 16, 2005 with Bob Kates, who presented 

on recycling and waste management in Hancock 

County. 

Committees Shelved 
(Lamoine) — The work was complete, and 

there was no need to keep two committees 

active any longer.  Lamoine’s Selectmen 

officially deactivated the Public Works Study 

Committee and the Public Safety Study 

Committee in May, thanking all committee 

members for their service.  The Public Works 

Committee determined that contractors should 

continue to do the road work in town, but felt 

land should be purchased for future needs.  

The town meeting rejected several land 

purchase options during the past year.

(Lamoine) — A special town meeting in April 

saw voters once again reject purchase of land 

behind the Lamoine Consolidated School.  The  

question asked if the town wished to use 

$40,000 in surplus funds to purchase 3-acres 

from the Miller family.  The land abuts the 

athletic fields.  

 Selectmen were criticized for putting 

the matter to a special town meeting vote when 

voters had rejected a larger proposed purchase 

the previous November.  Selectmen felt the 

town should be given the opportunity to decide 

if it wished to try a smaller purchase.  The 

nearly 200 people who attended rejected the 

question on a hand vote.  

Selectmen Look At 

Shellfishing Rules 

(Hancock) — Lamoine’s Selectmen attended a 

meeting with officials from Hancock and 

Franklin as clam diggers ask for regulation of 

the flats in the three towns.  No decisions came 

from the meeting.  Selectmen report that 

diggers favor limiting the number of people 

who can utilize the mud flats for clamming 

and worming in order to give the clam, mussel 

and worm populations a chance to rejuvenate.  

 The biggest issue would seem to be 

how to enforce any mutli-town effort 

efficiently.  Lamoine had a shellfishing 

ordinance many years ago but the town 

meeting voted to do away with the ordinance.  

The Maine Marine Patrol headquarters is 

stationed at Lamoine State Park and provides 

enforcement of state laws in town.  

Parks Committee 

Named, Gets Rolling 
(Lamoine) — Lamoine’s newest committee is 

up and running.  The Parks Committee was 

required by the ordinance approved at Town 

Meeting in March.  Selectmen appointed Christa 

Bray, Steve Valleau, Kerry Galeaz, Mary 

Henry, and Tom Barr as full members, with Bill 

Fennelly and Bonnie Moretto serving as 

alternates.  

 The committee has devised a form to 

utilize the parks for special events.  It has also 

visited the two formal parks (Lamoine Beach 

and Bloomfield Park) as well as the Marlboro 

Beach area to determine just what is there and 

come up with ideas on what if any regulation is 

needed. The committee met with Hancock 

County Chief Deputy Richard Bishop in June to 

talk about regulation at the park areas.  The 

Committee plans to meet with the Selectmen in 

July to help further define their role and 

expectations from the town.  

 Mrs. Bray was chosen to chair the 

committee, Mrs. Henry is the vice chair, and 

Mr. Valleau serves as secretary.  

Roads Named 
(Lamoine) — Selectmen have approved ―Misty 

Way‖ as the new road name for the Marlboro 

Mist II subdivision and ―Boulder Cove Way‖ 

for the new subdivision off Shore Road.  The 

Board also settled on ―Lydia’s Lane‖ for the 

road that serves the Marlboro Woods 

subdivision. 



(Lamoine) — Tax Collector Jennifer Kovacs 

has filed 40-tax liens for the 2004/05 tax year.  

The value of the unpaid taxes was $20,640.15.  

The number of liens is 3-higher than the 

2003/04 tax year, but the value is $357.57 lower 

than the last batch. 

 A lien is placed on a property with 

unpaid taxes between 8-months and 1-year 

following tax commitment.  Lien notices were 

sent in late May, and over half the unpaid taxes 

were collected to avoid the liens.  
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We’re Number 39—For School Building! 
(Lamoine) - The State Department of 

Education has pretty much squashed any 

chance of receiving state grants for any major 

building project at the school.  The door is still 

open, though, on an interest free loan for 

school construction. 

 The School’s building committee 

discussed the findings from the state in late 

May, learning Lamoine had come in 39th out 

of 65 applications from across the state.  At 

best, the state will fund about a dozen projects. 

The Lamoine School’s application ranked high 

in priority for fire protection, its water and 

septic system, its plumbing system, the lack of 

program space, the portable classrooms, and 

the lack of space for specialized instruction, 

visual and performing arts.   

 The building committee will meet with 

the Board of Selectmen in July to discuss how 

to proceed. The no-interest loan is available 

for up to $1million.  Some of the deficiencies 

that could be addressed with such a loan are 

getting rid of asbestos floor tile and mastic 

throughout the building, correcting 

condensation problems in the roof, making the 

entrances ADA compliant, and protecting 

those entrances from falling ice. 

 Other areas eligible for a loan are 

upgrades to the water and plumbing systems, 

upgrading the electrical system, and 

replacement of the heating and septic systems. 

 The committee recommended to the 

full school board that the Old Town 

engineering firm that did the original survey of 

the school be retained to update the cost 

estimates.  Superintendent Bill Fowler will 

prepare an application to make the needed 

renovations.  

Time Warner Purchases 

Cable Company 
(Lamoine) — The former owners of Adelphia 

are now in jail and the cable giant’s bankruptcy 

has resulted in the sale of its assets to Time-

Warner and Comcast.  Lamoine’s cable TV 

system will become part of the Time-Warner 

holdings. 

 Little is expected to change in regard to 

local cable service.  Time-Warner has a large 

presence in Maine already, especially in the 

southern part of the state.  The transaction 

should be complete by the 1st of next year or 

sooner.   

 Many residents have inquired about 

renegotiating the existing contract with 

Adelphia to include more areas in the buildup.  

The town is exploring what options are 

available, but the 15-year franchise agreement 

with Adelphia was renewed just a few years 

ago.  

Liens Filed 
Sales Tax On Rentals 

(Lamoine) - Got a summer cottage that you 

rent out?  Sales tax (7%) is supposed to be 

collected on the rental fees and submitted to 

Maine Revenue Services.  If rentals are for 

fewer than 15-days each calendar year a 

person does not have to register or collect the 

sales tax. Rentals to sales tax exempt 

organizations, and continuous rentals to a 

person for more than 28 days as a primary 

residence are exempt from the tax.  

 More information about the sales tax
